UNIT LEADERS URGED TO MAKE TRUTHFUL, ACCURATE REPORTS

| Text] An important responsibility of unit leaders and commanders is to carry on 
the pattern of making regular or irregular reports on the state of fulfilling their 
units' tasks and other activities in order to help the higher echelons to fully under- 
stand the situation and to take timely guidance and leadership measures. 


No matter how closely the higher echelons keep track of the real situation and how 
auch they strengthen control, they cannot thoroughly understand the situation of 
units unless they still have to rely on reports from the lower echelons. There- 
fore, the first important requirement for any forms of reports is that they must 
be truthful and accurate. 


To report truthfully and accurately is a matter within the sense of responsibility 
ind qualities of leadership organization, as well as unit commanders. In reality, 
there are many collectives and individuals whose achievements are good, but 
when they make reports, they cannot "'talk"' about them. On the contrary, quite 

° few units and individuals who ''do things poorly but make nice reports" stress 
‘heir difficulties, hide their shortcomings, inflate their achievements and thus 
.cislead the higher echelons, who as a result may provide the lower echelons with 
‘nrealistic and inaccurate guidance and leadership. 


Reports sent to higher echelons must always be complete, accurate and clear, 
particularly when they deal with weaknesses, shortcomings and difficulties thut 
need to be overcome. It is necessary to indicate the reasons behind an achieve- 
‘sent or shortcoming, with special emphasis on the role and responsibility of + ~ 
‘eadership and commanders involved, so as to help the higher echelons to corr« ‘ 
y grasp the primary problems in a situation, to draw accurate experience an‘ ' 
ake any measures necessary to assist the unit concerned in promoting achiev~ 
ents and overcoming its weaknesses and to effectively lead the common move 
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To ensure truthful and accurate reporting there must be first of all correct mo- 
tivation: for the responsibility and progress of units, for the interests of collec- 
tives, not to be originated from the desire to make individual achievements and 
to have personal "prestige" leading to hiding shortcomings, making false reports 
by "showing the good and covering the bad" and adversely affecting not only the 
relations between units and individuals on the one hand and higher echelons on the 
other but also the common movement. It is necessary to make every cadre and 
combatant have a correct concept about the importance of reporting truthfully and 
accurately. 


Unit leaders and cormmanders must regularly stay close to combatants and con- 
stantly maintain control, supervision and a full understanding of every activity of 
their units and the thinking of their troops. When reporting to higher echelons, 
except for urgent situations, they must seek the opinion of the leadership collec- 
tive in order to make their reports complete, accurate and clear. 


As for the higher echelons, they must not only set good examples about reporting 
truthfully and accurately but also, as they hear reports from the lowe. echelons, 
either directly, at a conference or through documents, remain objective and cor- 
rect, think seriously, avoid getting angry as they hear about shortcomings, nor 
elated and excited as they hear about achievements, in order to create favorable 
conditions tor the lower echelons to make truthful and accurate reports. At the 
same time, they must have a scientific and positive mind and while listening to re- 
ports must combine them with actual investigation and consideration in order to 
draw conclusions from them and to suggest ideas for guidance and leadership. 


Truthful and accurate reports are one of the conditions that help them to under- 
stand thoroughly and correctly the situation in terms of ideology, organization and 
strengths and weaknesses of each unit, through which they can successfully as- 
sume leadership over any tasks. As our army as a whole is enthusiastically 
striving to score new achievements and feats of arms to greet the Party Congress 
and at the «7me time reviewing a year of continuously stepping up the movement 
to ''Develop the fine nature and raise the fighting pover'' of the people's armed 
forces, we must carry on, as we have done, the pattern of making truthful and ac- 
curate reports and consider it the reflection of a high sense of responsibility, the 
spirit of revolutionary offensive, scientific work behavior and a desire to always 
reach forward to obtain real and continued progress.

PROGRESS, FUTURE PLANS OF DONG NAI PROVINCE REVIEWED

[Text] Since the total liberation of the country, in light of the common line and 
the economic line set forth at the Fourth Party Congress and on the basis of the 
actual situation and capabilities of its own, Dong Nai Province has been struggling 
in the production, distribution and circulation, cultural and social fields and have 
made considerable changes. 


Dong Nai has the population and area among the average ones of the provinces and 
cities in the country. Presently, its population is 1.4 million. It has the sea, 
forests and agricultural land, which consists of only few wet ricefields (38, 000 
hectares) and mostly land for subsidiary food crops (90,000 hectares). 


Prior to the liberation, a part of the Dong Nai population lived on other occupa- 
tions. In 1975, the average per capita grain supply in the province was 80 kilo- 
grams per year. Dong Nai's Bien Hoa industrial complex, with nearly 100 facto- 
ries and enterprises belonging to various industrial sectors, including the heavy 
and chemical industries, and having to depend on foreign equipment, raw materi- 
als and spare parts, encountered very many difficulties in maintaining production 
in the wake of the liberation. 


The party organization was doing its best to fulfill the tasks set forth in its plans 
and every year made some new progresses. The achievome ts in agricultural 
production were the most outstanding ones among the result) obtained. 


In the last 5 years, with 50,000 hectares of virgin land put to use and the breaking 
of new land, the total area of cultivated land was raised from 80,000 hectares in 
1975 to 130,000 hectares in 1980. Almost all of the manpower in the countryside 
nd more than 100,000 people taking part in building new economic zones had land 
to till. Nearly 300,000 people who had not been in agricultural production switched 




















to working in agriculture. As the result of opening and breaking new land and 
growing additional crops, the gross grain production was quickly increasing and 
thus bringing about an important change in the rice and subsidiary food crop cul- 
tivation pattern. It rose from 94,000 tons in 1975 to 340,000 tons in 1980 and re- 
mained at this same level in 1981. Subsidiary food crops in grain production in- 
creased frorm 14 percent in 1975 to 56 percent in 1980. 





By now the province has had enough grain to satisfy its own need, to make some 
contributions to the state and to move one step toward stabilizing the standard of 
living of the people, cadres, workers, civil servants and the armed forces. 


Industriel crops, particularly soybean, were developed relatively well. In 1981, 
the area of soybean cultivation was more than 19,000 hectares, an increase of 
2.3 times as compared with 1975. 


In industrial production, in spite of shortages of materials, raw materials and 
equipment which were common, the industrial enterprises and factories under the 
management of the locality were still operating normally. As of 1981, the total 
value of the local industrial production was 185.7 million dong. 


In the field of export, since 1976 the province always fulfilled the yearly export 
plan as assigned by the Central Committee with its major products like forest 
products, woven articles, pottery and fine art items. 


New progress has been made in terms of leadership and managerial capabilities of 
different echelons and sectors. However, there still exist weaknesses and short- 
comings in the economic situation and living conditions. The mobilization of grain 
has satisfied only the minimum immediate need. Although production has been de- 
veloped in industry, small industry and handicrafts, the quantities of goods pur- 
chased have been far from sufficient and there have been no goods reserves large 
enough to allow exchanging with farmers for agricultural products. 


The socialist transformation has been slow and has encountered much confusion in 
all fields -- agriculture, small industry, handicrafts and mostly commerce. Mar- 
ket management has been rather neglected, with the free market expanding in an 
unorganized manner and being not yet reorganized. 


The management of proc ‘ction and business installations has still encountered 
many difficulties. Many problems still need to be resolved in the application of 
the new mechanism dealing with product contracts, drafting of plans, delivery of 
products in industry and two-way contracts in agriculture. 


Although the party organization has made progress in some aspects, this progress 
has been far from uniform. There remain many weak aspects of the province's 
overall leading capacity. Many sectors and installations still show signs of con- 
servatism and inaction, with their concept of self-reliance and self-strengthening 
being rather poor. 











Under the present conditions, if Dong Nai know; how to grasp and apply the pcints 
that serve as rules in the common line and economic line set forth ty the Fourth 
Party Congress, it will be totally capable of exploiting the existing capabilities 
and further developing the effectiveness of the material and technical bases it has 
#0 far been able to build. 





To contribute to changing the state of the economy and production for the purpose 
of improving the standard of living in the province and to fulfill the task of build- 
ing socialism, in the next 5 years it must be able to gather the combined forces 
of all sectors, echelons and people to develop capabilities in agriculture, indus- 
try and handicrafts and to create a truly significant change in the fields of produc- 
tion of material wealth. 


In agriculture, it must move production in the direction of concentration and spe- 
cialized cultivation, combine production with transformation of the production re- 
lationships and aim at creating lots of commodities from agricultural products. 

It must both attz.:/) importance to rationally extending the cultivated area and pay 
attention to stabiiizing the area of production while applying technical progresses 
to production and practicing intensive cultivation in order to step up grain produc- 
tion to satisfy its own need and to contribute to the common grain reserves of the 
country. At the same time, it must put various types of soil to rational use in or- 
der to grow more short-term industrial crops, to grow mulberries and to raise 
silkworms in order to resolve the problem of clothing, and to grow food crops of 
various kinds. 


In the next 5 years (until the end of 1985), Dong Nai must try to raise the gross 
grain production from 340,000 to about 380,000 -400,000 tons per year. About in- 
custrial crops, in addition to rubber trees being grown as a long-term crop under 
central management, it can raise by the end of 1985 the soybean-growing area 
from 20,000 to 40,000 hectares in order to have an annual production of 40,000- 
£0,000 tons; the peanut-growing area from 10,000 to 15,000 hectares in order to 
have an annual production of 15,000 tons; and the sugar vane area from 4,000 to 
8,000 hectares in order tu have an annual production of 300,000 tons. 


“bout the crop cultivation pattern, besides grain, specialized cultivation zones 
will be established for rubber trees as well as soybean, peanut and sugar cane. 

In addition to fulfilling its obligation to the state, the products harvested will par - 
tially be reserved for export in order to get new equipment for industry and handi- 
crafts. With agricultural development going in such a direction, the province wiil 
nave the ability and conditions to adopt a rational pattern for both industry and 
agriculture -- to develop agriculture by expanding occupations and to step up pro- 
duction of consumer goods -- and at the same time to correctly combine building 
the central economy and strongly developing the local economy within the unified 
national economic structure, 





To achieve such a pattern, it must try to expand the specialized cultivation zones 
and, along with central sectors, draft and implement many policies, including t‘e 
ones dealing with the supply of materials, grain and items used in -veryday life 
and setting prices and purchase formulas for these zones. 


In addition, in agriculture it must pay proper attention to developing animal hus- 
bandry in both private and collective and state-operated sectors, for the purpose 
of improving the quality of meals for the people, cadres, workers and civil ser- 
vants and moving toward having things to export. 


About industrial production, in the coming years it must concentrate its efforts on 
turning the industry, small industry and handicrafts of the province and districts 
into a structure for on-the-spot production of consumer goods and at the sarne 
time for creating sources of goods for export. 


It is possible to expand the production of building materials (bricks, tiles, stone, 
low-grade cement) to serve capital construction projects, at the same time to 
make exchanges with farmers and to extend economic relations to other localities. 
In the next 5 years, every year it should be able to make 30-40 million bricks, 

5 million tiles and 5,000 tons of cement, and to put aside some of the timber being 
acquired for capital construction. 


As to the consumer goods industry, the province must try to drive the food indus- 
try toward satisfying the people's everyday needs, such as sugar, trish sauce, ta- 
ble sauce; foodstuffs processed from soybean, peanut and vermicelli; candies, 
various kinds of paper products and toys for children. 


About the export-serving industry, the province must concentrate on encouraging 
such sectors as pottery, fine art articles, wooden articles, woven items made on 
contract and products made of rubber to move forward. 


On the district scale, it must continue to build industry in cities and districts on 
the basis of exploiting on-the-spot resources and skills in order to serve agricul- 
tural production, the standard of living anil export. The direction of construction 
is aimed at these major occupations: 


First of all, to build and consolidate the machine sector; to combine it with black- 
smiths' shops for making manual tools for agriculture; to make minor repairs of 
machines of all kinds and means of production. 


To build and improve the milling and grair -processing installations in order to en- 
sure good product quality. 


Depending on actual conditions in local ar«as, to step up production and processing 
of foodstuffs (fish sauce, table sauce, soy'ean sauce, soybean cakes, sugar and 
candies) to further add to the people's daily meals and to have many additional 
lines of goods for exchange with other localities. 

















To process timber for capital construction and for consumption by the state and 
people. 


To step up production of building materials (bricks, tiles, limestone and sand) 
in order both to satisfy the need of districts and to have goods for exchange wir 
cther localities to get the kinds of goods being unavailable in the province. 


In addition to all matters related to the locality, in industrial production there a7<« 
many things having to do with the central enterprises located in the locality that 
must be properly resolved in conjunction with the central sectors. 


To allow the locality to grasp and coordinate all p roduction plans in the same ter- 
ritory, the economic and technicel sectors subordinate to the ministry should in- 
form it of any matters related to such plans and the locality and discuss with it 
about the mutual economic relationships in the same location, mostly with respec 
to such sectors as machine, paper, lumber and farm product and food processingz. 


About the chemical plants having seriously broken equipment, it is necessary to 

have plans for their repairs to ensure production safety or to move to more ap- 

propriate locations, instead of leaving them in industrial centers. The factories 
that have toxic waste must act to ensure a clean environment. 


The Central Committee invests in favor of the locality an appropriate amount of 
money and maverials in the repair, maintenance and development of the material 
and technical bases in the Bien Hoa industrial complex to ensure serving better 
2roduction and production safety. 


The ministries invest more money in the locality to continue building housing for 
workers and other public projects like day nurseries, schools, hospitals and ciub:. 


We suggest that the Organization Department of the Central Committee study in an 
active and realistic manner the question of party organization in the industrial 
complex. 


The above-mentioned suggestions being carried out properly will create favora’ ’ 
-onditions for strengthening and building the economic and technical sector and 
the close relationships between the latter and the locality and for the local cand 
central economies to develop simultaneously within a unified structure.

LOCAL SOURCES OF GOODS TO BE FURTHER EXPLOITED

[Text] Our provinces and cities all have labor, land and occupational capabilities 
to acquire an abundance of goods that allows serving local needs, exchanges among 
localities and participation in export. The fact that our producing capacity has not 
been rationally exploited is an important reason for the poor state of our goods re- 
serves in localities and society. The socialist commerce is partly responsible 
for having failed to strongly develop the dynamic that drives production and circu- 
lation forward. This is the aftermath of the old habit of buying and selling by or- 
ders, waiting for goods supplied by the central administration and for imported 
goods, relying on the state to get compensations for losses and price differences, 
and so on. 


The producing capacity and sources of goods of localities can be exploited better. 
The socialist commerce, which represents consumers, orders goods on the basis 
of need, serves and promotes producing capacity and organizes consumption of 
goods. The commercial network in cities and industrial centers serves various 
sectors and production wits and controls all of the goods produced by state enter- 
prises and most of those produced by small industries and handicrafts. The more 
centralized goods reserves are, the more material conditions are created for ex- 
changes with the zones specialized in growing industrial crops, food belts and the 
countryside as a whole, as well as for purchases of large quantities of agricul- 
tural, forest and marine products to supply to cities and industrial centers. 


The conditions that ensure good control of local sources of goods are an adjusted 
price system, a new business structure, initial improvements ¢ ‘ organization and 
management of commerce, etc. The recent practical activities »f many localities 
have confirmed the effectiveness of the new formula of business-accounting and 
the elimination of across-the-board administrative management. Through their 
efforts aimed at caxpioiting on-the-spot sources of goods, they were able to ensure 
supplying staple commodities to beneficiaries in the state sector and to request 














either less goods or nothing to be shipped from other places, thus considerably 
reducing transportation costs. 


To exploit in the best manner on-the-spot sources of goods not only is aimed at 
maintaining balance in the goods reserves of localities but also helps to promote 
nroduction, to stabilize income and the standard of living of people of all social 
strata in these localities. All diszrict and ward commercial corporations and 
village and subward marketing cooperatives must expand business activities by 
aiming first of all at the goods made and processed within their own jurisdiction. 
To control these sources of goods and to bring them into organized circulation is 
an important condition for ensuring the effectiveness of business activities, 
strengthening the socialist commercial system and preventing adverse fluctuations 
of prices and supply of goods in the free market.

EDITORIAL ADVOCATES ECONOMICAL USE OF GRAIN

{[Editorial: "Develop Thrift Throughout the Society"] 


[Text] Our agriculture is still backward and our crops' productivity is in- 
creasing slowly while our society's requirements are increasing rapidly. The 
production development trend is, therefore, to carry out intensive cultivation 
on all the existing farming areas and to simultaneously try to gradually expand 
the [arable] area in each locality and across the country in order to solve at 
all costs the nutrition problem for the entire society. This is a struggling 
target of primary importance in the forthcoming years. Practicing thrift is a 
measure which is as important as intensifying production. At present, losses 
and wastefulness are prevalent in all areas and affect all tasks from produc- 
tion to preservation, circulation and distribution. 


Investigations conducted in a number of regions have revealed that the paddy 
losses incurred during the harvest and in the course of threshing, transporta- 
tion and preservation in warehouses represent as much as 5 to 7 percent of the 
harvested output and that this percentage is sometimes higher. A noteworthy 
volume of subsidiary food products has been spoiled because they have not been 
transported and processed in time. While the grain situation in the state- 
supplied sector is very tense, theft, false household registrations and in- 
correct implementation of policies and systems are still serious infractions. 
Thousands of tons of paddy have been wasted because they have been used to 
distill alcohol and irrationally used in animal husbandry. The bad habit of 
holding extravagant sprees and feasts on the occasion of death anniversaries, 
new year holidays, funerals and weddings has also led to the consumption of a 
large amount of grain. 


If some 10 percent of the total amount of grain consumed can be saved, the 

so fety will, in a year, obtain an additional volume of grain equivalent to the 
gross output of a large province. The first measure to be implemented strictly 
is to organize the management of the volume of grain purchased by the state, 

ti prevent spoilage and loss and to ensure that the amount deposited in ware- 
houses is sufficient for distribution to the eligible recipients. To carry 

cut such a measure, it is necessary to completely revamp purchase, transporta- 
tion, preservation and distribution and to exercise tight control from the 
'eginning to the end. A widespread measure to be taken by cooperatives and 
veasants is to completely harvest crops, to take care not to drop and spill

out products [during transportation], to prevent their spoilage and to ade- 
quately preserve rice and subsidiary food products so as to keep them in the 
best quality possible when selling them to the state and when consuming then. 
To carry out this measure, it is necessary to solve many specific problems 
relating to the implements used in harvesting, threshing, preservation, distri- 
bution and transportation. 


The distribution and use of grain must be tightly controlled. Wherever distri- 
bution is carried out by the state, control must be exercised to ensure correct 
implementation of the systems governing standards and fixed quantities. Regu- 
lations on grain use within the state sector must be strictly carried out by 
all organs, units and individuals. 


Thrift must be practiced with the aim of stabilizing and improving life. 
Squandering is a very dangerous act. Life can be stabilized only if both the 
state and people possess an increasing reserve of grain. Thrift is a virtue 
to be cultivated by each individual and by the entire country. Wastefulness 
and luxury are very bad habits. If a family indulges in luxury and wasteful- 
ness and does not make provision for the future, its subsistence will not be 
assured and it will likely become depraved when put in straitened circum- 
stances. He who lives frugally is a man with dignity. The amount of grain 
purchased by the state represents the people's efforts and money and is a 
means co ensure the life of millions of people not engaged in grain produc- 
tion. To allow the precious wealth of the society to be lost or wasted is a 
major crime. To violate the state-managed grain is to commit a serious sin. 
Let everyone of us display a high sense of thrift as a virtue in our daily life 
and let us immediately begin to economize grain. This movement for thrift 
cannot win success by merely launching a propaganda campaign; rather, it must 
be organized in all grassroots units and localities and throughout the country.

WASTE OF GRAIN IN FESTIVITIES DEPLORED

[Text] Over the past years, Bac Ha District (Hoang Lien Son) has exerted 
great efforts to step up production with a view to solving the grain prob- 
lems on the spot. At a time when there still are numerous difficulties in 
achieving a balance in the grain situation in this locality and when produc- 
tion cannot yet keep up with demand, grain should have been consumed and used 
in a really rational, tight and economical manner. It is regrettable, how- 
ever, that a substantial wastage has been caused by the use of grain in al- 
cohol distillation and on the occasion of funerals and weddings in Bac Ha. 
Following are some examples: 


--Between 100 and 200 liters of alcohol are "gulped down" at each wedding 
party or funeral (and there are hundreds of such weddings and funerals each 
year!). 


--The Tet “celebration” drags on for many days. A household who celebrates 
it skimpily uses as much as 40 to 50 kgs of grain (to distill alcohol and 
make rice cakes) while another one who celebrates it in a grandiose fashion 
uses up to 100 kgs and more (and there are nearly 10,000 households in Bac 
Ha). 


-~-Thousands of liters of alcohol are sold on each market day in Xi Ma Cai, 
Bac Ha. On ordinary days, alcohol is also offered for sale at all times 
though the quantity is somewhat smaller. 





Though Bac Ha District has issued many official notices prohibiting the 
illegal distillation of alcohol, the results obtained are neglible. In- 
stead of taking the lead in various movements [against moonshining], many 
cadres and manual and office workers in Bac Ha have also distilled and used 
alcohol illegally. A number of units and organs have used [too much] alco- 
hol at meetings held to review the situation or celebrate achievements and 
at parties thrown to welcome and entertain guests...and there have been 
instances when up to 50 or 70 liters of alcohol are consumed at each festive 
conference. The waste of grain is going on though Bac Ha is still faced 
with a serious grain shortage. It is necessary for Bac Ha District to conduct 
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an intensive and extensive movement for thrifty use of grain, to impletert 
realistic and effective measures aime’ at stopping such a waste and, first 
and foremost, to lay the responsibility on cadres, party members and manual 
and office workers for displaying a serious and exemplary attitude while 
taking the lead in this movement.

OVERALL DEVELOPMENT OF THUAN HAI IN PAST FIVE YEARS REVIEWED

"Five Years in Thuan Hai--a Step in Maturation"] 


[Text] Thuan Hai has a small farming area which represents only about 10 
percent of the natural area and which is frequently afflicted with drought, 
profuse sunshine and windiness, scanty rainfall, a fairly high degree of 
evaporation and a scarcity of underground water sources. The number of people 
not engaged in agriculture is fairly large. Prior to the liberation day, 
Thuan Hai had to import from 50,000 to 60,000 tons of rice each year. In 
the first few years after the liberation day, production did not suffice for 
consumption and the central level's aid was thus necessary. 


To date, agricultural production has been reorganized. Hundreds of coopera- 
tives and production collectives have been created and four state farms 

set up. The key grain producing zone of Duc Linh and a number of areas 
specialized in cultivating industrial and export crops have emerged. The 
new population centers inhabited by tribesmen and montagnards have been 
stabilized. The material-technical bases for agriculture have been gradually 
developed. Attention has been paid to exploiting the labor and land poten- 
tials. In the past 5 years, Thuan Hai has further expanded the cultivated 
area by 18,000 hectares and relocated 83,000 people to build new economic 
zones and perform agricultural production. The area used for sowing and plant- 
ing crops has increased from 117,078 to 141,952 hectares. The average per 
hectare yield of rice crops has jumped from 19.4 to 24.6 quintals and the 
[total] grain output from 200,000 to 268,000 tons. In 1980 and 1981, Thuan 
Hai surpassed the grair collection norm set by the state and, for the first 
time, fulfilled its grain obligation to the entire nation. Cotton is a 
plant which is difficult to grow and which requires a strict technical 
pattern and a tight control of harmful insects and diseases but neither 

the people nor the technical cadres have been accustomed to and conversant 
with its cultivation. However, over the past 5 years, Thuan Hai has grown 
cotton on more than 8,000 hectares and reaped more than 2,000 tons. 


Along with agriculture, the production tempo in other sectors such as mari- 
time products, industry, small industry and handicrafts has been kept up and 
heightened. According to a review by the Ministry of Maritime Products, the 

















Thuan Hai sea area is one of the greatest fishing regions in the country. 
Despite the fact that ships and boats have broken down in increasing numbers, 
that the shortage of technical materials has not been remedied in good time, 
that less and less fuel has been supplied and that the state has not yet 

made substantial investments--the average fishing output of each boat has 
reached 14.87 tons because production has been further reorganized, because 
the fishing method has been improved--with fishing activities being concen- 
trated during definite seasons on given fishing areas--because attention has 
been paid to developing high-yielding trades and also because positive fac- 
tors in the maritime products sector have been firmly maintained and developed. 
Over the past 5 years, Thuan Hai has caught nearly 350,000 tons [of maritime 
products] (70,000 tons per year on the average) representing one-seventh of 
the total national catch of maritime products and has processed 90 million 
liters of fish sauce. In addition to meeting its own needs and those of 
neighboring provinces, Thuan Hai has supplied the central level with 52.8 
million liters of fish sauce and over 15,000 tons of maritime products of all 
kinds. 


By the end of 1980, throughout the province there were 58 state-operated 

and joint state-private industrial enter»rises, 39 cooperatives and 48 handi- 
craft cooperation teams with a gross output value of 116.3 million dong 
showing a 76-percent increase over 1976, a 188.6—percent increase in [the 
value of] machines [produced] and a 60-percent increase in [the value of] 
building materials [produced]. In 1981, the production of handicraft items 
for export surpassed the plan norm by 66 percent. During the first stage 

of economic construction, the building iadustry has overcome the imbalance 
among various aspects such as capital, materials and planning and building 
capacities and has built 400 large- and small-sized works with a total 
capital of 112.736 million dong. By transforming the existing enterprises, 
building new ones aud shaping up a machine repair and manufacture network, 
Thuan Hai has been able to meet to a large extent its own need for building 
materials and certain machine components and spare parts, to build 90-horse- 
power ships and boats and to quickly develop [the production of] consumer and 
export goods. The Ca Ty bridge, Con Cha fishing port, My Son writing paper, 
My Duc ceramics, soap, etc., are the new works and products which have come 
into being to greet the Party Congress. 


Distribution and circulation have been considered important tasks. To date, 
the socialist commercial network has been widely organized from the provin- 
cial to grassroots level. For the past 5 years, the value of purchased 

goods has risen to 541.529 million dong and there has been a yearly increase 
of over 23 percent in the [amount of] gc ods collected for the central level. 
In 1981, 35,000 tons of grain were purclased. The supply of fixed quanitities 
of 10 types of goods to cadres and manu: 1 and office workers has become 

ever more regular. Progress has been rade in the financial task and a 
balance achieved between receipts and expenditures. 


In the field of socialist transformation, a movement to abolish vestiges 


of feudal exploitation and to carry out land reform has been carried on 
since October 1975. The basic task has been to educate to heighten socialist 
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consciousness, with voluntariness and mutual benefit as a motto. Thuan 
Hai has gradually led peasants onto the path of collective work under 
various forms from the setting up of labor rotation and work exchange teams 
to the establishment of production solidarity teams, production collectives 
and cooperatives. To date, Thuan Hai has set up 264 cooperatives, 350 pro- 
duction collectives and 15 farm tractor collectives including 87.7 percent 
of the total number of peasant households and covering 80 percent of the 
total farmland area, with almost all production means having been collecti- 
vized. In compliance with Directive No 100 of the [Party Central Committee] 
Secretariat, Thuan Hai has extended the application of the end-product con- 
tract system to labor groups and [individual] laborers in agriculture. 


In the field of fishery, exploitation by foremen, storehouse owners and 
bourgeois owners has been abolished. As an-‘intitial step, the fishermen's 
productive force has been organized into 16 cooperatives and 300 work 
cooperation teams together with nearly 50 percent of the total number of boats, 
66.7 percent of the total number of horsepowers and 67.4 percent of the total 
number of laborers. The remaining laborers have participated in production 
solidarity teams. There have been 4 state-operated and 9 state-private enter- 
prises with a [total] processing capacity of 33,000 tons of salty fish repre- 
senting 52 percent of the total storage capacity. Most of the production 
means belonging mainly to capitalist industry (forest exploitation, wood 
processing, sugar and ice production, grain milling, transportation, construc- 
tion and so forth) and valued at hundreds of millions of dong have been 
transformed into national or joint state-private property. The abolition of 
the bourgeois traders’ wholesale activities has paved the way for the social- 
ist trade to move forward to completely take these activities in hand, to con- 
trol retail sale and to master the market. 


Cultural and social activities have made progress. Thuan Hai has launched 
many campaigns to wipe out vestiges of the enemy's enslaving culture and 

to build a pattern of new cultural activities. The arts and letters movement 
has developed fairly well among the masses. Wired radio stations have in- 
creased in numbers at the grassroots level. The number of teachers, students, 
schools and classrooms has increased in comparison with the past and the 
quality of teaching and learning has somewhat improved. Initiated by the 
public health sector, the movement "to complete five tasks" has been con- 
tinuously stepped up and a number of districts have basically completed three 
sanitation works while progress has been made in the preventive medicine and 
hygiene movement. Medical treatment facilities have been expanded contin- 
uously and the production of curative medicines has increased. In the field 
of physical education and sports, an initial step forward has been taken to 
build forces and material bases. Active efforts have been exerted to 
eliminate social vices and evils. New changes have obviously taken place 

in the culturual and social life. 





The all-people's national defense and people's security movement have been 
built up and consolidated. The Yulro armed groups left behind in the 
mountainous region by the enemy have basically been smashed. Hundreds of 
enemies have been annihilated and many r ngleaders have surrendered or been 
caught. Political security and social o der and security have been firmly 
maintained. 
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The above-mentioned changes are a result of the great efforts exerted by th- 
party organization and people in Thuan Hai and demonstrate the soundess and 
creativeness of the line indicated by the Fourth Party Congress.

PRODUCTION SETBACK AT PHU QUY STATE FARMS DISCUSSED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 22 Feb 82 pp 2, 4

Area (Nghe Tinh) Gone Down?"] 


[Text] On the fat land of Phu Quy (Nghe Tinh), there are six state farms 
named Dong Hieu, Tay Hieu, 1-5, 19-5, 3-2 and Co Do [Red Banner]. Built dur- 
ing the 1955-1958 period, these state farms have a natural area of 35,400 hec- 
tares including 21,090 hectares of farmland. After 25 years of construction 
and development, these state farms have opened 17,900 hectares of new land and 
put them into production. The principal task of these state farms has been to 
grow perennial industrial crops (coffee, rubber, tea...) and fruit trees 
(oranges and lemons) and to raise cattle and hogs. By the end of 1980, the 
State farms in the Phu Quy region had nearly 6,000 hectares of perennial crops 
including 2,600 hectares of coffee, 1,660 hectares of rubber, 500 hectares of 
tea and 1,030 hectares of oranges and had also a herd of 7,650 oxen and more 
than 6,000 hogs. 


From 1965 to 1974, the Phu Quy state farms developed production fairly well 

and obtained a high productivity and output from many types of crops. The 
yearly yield of oranges came co between 8,000 and 9,000 tons and that of coffee 
between 3,000 and 3,500 tons, bringing in a yearly profit from 5 to 6 million 
dong (2.7 million dong by the Tay Hieu state farm alone in some year). 


Over the past few years, production has decreased in many respects. In 1980, 
the orange and coffee yield was only 10 percent of the high output in 1965 and 
1974. The herd of domestic animals of various species and their meat yield 
represented only 50 percent [of the past figures]. The profit made dropped to 
15 percent of the past. Instead of making a profit as in the past, the Co Do 
and Song Hieu state farms are now doing business at a loss. The Tay Hieu and 
1-5 state farms are making less and less profit. 


Why has production at the Phu Quy state farms gone down so seriously? 


From an objective point of view, it must be noted that the Phu Quy region was 
afflicted with natural calamities in the past 3 or 4 consecutive years. In 

early 1976, many coffee plantations were damaged by hoarfrost. The 1977-1979 
period was marked by continual droughts and floods which killed trees and had 
a big influence on the growth of orchards. Typhoon No 6 in 1980 ruined 50 to 
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6° percent of the area planted with rubber, coffee and orang:s. Another rea- 
son is that most of the orchards grown in the 1960-1965 pericd are about to 
complete their “economic tenure”. The fact that the old orchards have been 
demolished and that the newly grown ones have not yet been put into production 
and business has caused a decrease in output. 


In the managerial field, neither the quantitative and qualitative requirements 
have been met nor the time schecules been observed over the past few years in 
supplying materials, fertilizers, insecticides... Each year, only 40 to 50 
percent of the quantity indicated in the plan has been supplied. The manage- 
ment apparatus from state farms to production units and teams has proven weak 
in many respects and the promoted cadres have not undergone advanced profes- 
sional training in management and have only limited leadership capabilities. 
A number of cadres and workers have a low sense of responsibility and have 
grown slack about management. In addition, the fact that people have inter- 
mingled with one another in taking up residence in the areas between state 
farms and agricultural cooperatives has created numerous difficulties in 
managing the state farms’ property and products. 


A no less important cause is to be found in the life of the cadres and workers 
of state farms who have met with numerous difficulties and who have sometimes 
received no salaries and no grain rations for 3 or 4 months in a row. Though 
specialized in growing industrial crops for expori purposes, these state farms 
have had to provide grain for themselves for a period of 3 months [each year]; 
this is why their cadres and workers have become interested in grain produc- 
tion and neglected their principal task. 


In our opinion, agricultural production necessitates a sound investment system 
and a concern about the building of material-technical bases and also requires 
that intensive cultivation be implemented from the beginning and continuously 
and comprehensively. 


To obtain a high productivity from crops and cattle, it is necessary to imple- 
ment intensive cultivation and to strike a balance between production and the 
essential materials, especially the principal ones such as fertilizers and 
insecticides... The heavy damage suffered by the orange and coffee plantations 
in the Phu Quy area is a very great effect of the fertilizer and insecticide 
shortage. With regard to perennial crops, the continuous and comprehensive 
implementation of intensive cultivation right at the outset is of very great 
significance. If intensive cultivation is not applied to perennial crops since 
the beginning, orchards will grow slowly later on with a low productivity and 
yield, a short life for the trees and a low economic effectiveness. This i- 
simultaneously an experience derived from and a law governing the growth of 
crops. 


It is necessary that the persons responsible for state farms affairs and the 
sectors concerned should reach an identity of views on the abovementioned sub- 
ject and that favorable conditions be created for state farms to carry out 
production satisfactorily. Only by making in-depth investments in perennial 
crops can one obtain high economic effectiveness. If one is merely concerne’ 
about quantity and area, one will reap bad consequences as many state farns 
have. This is not only a problem still facing the Phu Quy state farms bur is 
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also an experience deserving the attention of others. Though reaping fairly 
good harvests and doing business at a profit, certain state farms must not be 
satisfied with their current achievements but must pay attention to the eco- 
nomic effectiveness of the entire production cycle of crops. 


Perennial plants such as oranges, coffee, rubber and tea have a fixed produc- 
tive and economic cycle. Every perennial tree has to undergo a post-planting 
period and a tending period. The production and operational process includes an 
initial fruit bearing and harvesting period, a high-yielding period and a sene- 
scent period. Orange trees have a productive cycle of 18 to 20 years including 
1 year of planting, 3 or 4 years of tending and 12 to 15 years of production, 
operation and harvesting. During the harvesting period, harvests are usually 
scanty in the first 3 or 4 years which are called the orange crops’ early 
Stage; harvests will become abundant and represent as much as 50 to 60 percent 
of the total cycle's yield in the 5 or 6 years amid the cycle, these years 
being called the height of the orange trees’ productivity; harvests will 
dwindle in the last 3 or 4 years which are called the senescent period. Cof- 
fee, tea and rubber trees all have a similar productive cycle. It is neces- 
sary to fully understand the productive and economic cycle of crops in order 
to be able to envisage their yearly productivity and yield and to plan the 
management of plantations according to an appropriate ratio between the newly 
cultivated plots, the plots to be tended and those awaiting harvest (each type 
usually taking up one-third of the [total] area). 


Only by applying the abovementioned crop allocation ratio can state farms ob- 
tain a steady yield. From 1968 to 1975, the Co Do state farm harvested from 
4,000 to 5,000 tons of oranges on the average every year but its output went 
down to 350 tons in 1980 and about 750 tons in 1981. Unstable productivity 
and yield similar to those at the Co Do state farm have also been found at the 
state farms of Cao Phong (Ha Son Binh), Song Am (Thanh Hoa), Tay Hieu and Dong 
Hiue (Nghe Tinh). 


At the state farms in North Vietnam, perennial crops such as oranges, tea and 
coffee have entered and are entering the second cycle. We must take the 
greatest care not to continue production as during the first cycle. The rea- 
son is that thc newly opened lands are still fertile and have a high humus 
rate and a low acidity one. After 20 to 25 years of production, most lands 
will be eroded, with a heightened acidity rate and a lowered humus one, and 
will contain many hotbeds of harmful insects and diseases. 


With regard to crop varieties, when they have been planted recently and not yet 
profusely, harmful insects and diseases are fewer and the remedies used to »re- 
vent and eliminate them prove more effective. If strains are not selected 
after a productive cycle of 20 to 25 years, the crop varieties cultivated will 
degenerate, harmful insects and diseases will develop in great numbers and 
insecticides will become less effective. 





At the Tay Hieu state farm, experiences in replanting coffee and tea on a nun- 
ber of plots--where large-leaf coffee had been cultivated previously and where 
the soil had not been duly improved--have shown that after being grown, from 
70 to 80 percent of these plants were afflicted with diseases and ultimately 
had to be destroyed. A similar situation has also been seen at the Song Con 
state farm. 
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At the Phu Quy state farms where most of the orange and ccof_ee surees iave *: 
entering the second cycle, more difficulties are encountered at a time when the 
intensive cultivation factors (fertilizer, insecticide, seeds, etc.) are lack- 
ing; it is, therefore, really difficult to achieve a high productivity ard 
yield. 


To carry out production satisfactorily, it is necessary to care fer and pro- 
perly organize the materiel life of cadres and workers. Each and every state 
farm must display a high spirit of self-reliance. But each state farm cannot 
solve problems if it is left to itselt since it needs also the specific and 
timely assistance of the sectors concerned. 


In 1981, the 1-5, Co Do, Tay Hive and 3-2 state farms effected satisfactory 
changes in many aspects of management, primarily by taking good care of plan- 
tations and the herds of domestic animals and by implementing the system of 
product-contract wage payment, and were thus able to satisfactorily fulfill the 
1981 state plan norms. Compared with 1980, production and business activities 
achieved a higher economic effectiveness, bringing about an increase in profit 
which surpassed the plan norm. 
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MATERIALS, GOODS TRADED FOR GRAIN IN NORTHERN PROVINCES

[| VNA News Release: " Food Sector Uses Materials, Goods To Exchange for 
120,000 Tons of Grain" | 


[iext] The food sector has widely achieved the use of materials and goods to buy 
and exchange for grain in the northern provinces. From the beginning of the 198! 
fifth-month rice crop until now, it acquired through such exchanges 120,000 tons 
of grain converted to paddy equivalent, or 6 times the quantity of grain purchased 
in cash through mutual agreement. 


Ha Nam Ninh Province organized pretty good reception and use of nitrate fertilizer. 
It acquired by now more than 20,000 tons of grain through exchanges. It was fol- 
lowed by Hai Hung Province which acquired 15,000 tons, Thanh Hoa 14,060 tons, 
Thai Binh 11,000 tons, Hanoi 11,000 tons, Ha Bac 10,000 tons and Ha Son Binh 

8, 500 tons. 


Thanh Hoa and Nghe Tinh Provinces and the Municipality of Hanoi, in addition to 
effectively using the materials and goods under the management of the food sector, 
actively used local goods to exchange for paddy. 





In the highland provinces, the use of materials and goods to purchase grain still 
encountered many difficulties prinarily because there were no goods that satisfied 
the taste of the ethnic minorities. By now only three provinces -- Cao Bang, 

Lang Son and Bac Thai -- used nitrate fertilizer to exchange for paddy. 


Generally speaking, the localities did not keep up with using materials and goods 
to exchange for grain as there was a gap between deliveries and use of materials 
and goods and often there was a lack of unified action among the managing sectors, 
which acted rather slowly after the norm had been set. 


In the coming months, the food sector, in coordination with the sectors concerned 
and localities, must resolve the difficultics about materials, goods, cash and 
means of transcortation to try to mobilize fully the delivered grain.

CONSTRUCTION OF TRI AN HYDROELECTRIC PLANT TO START 
Hanoi QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 4 Mar 82 p 2 
[ Article: '' Tri An Hydroelectric Power Project" ] 


[Text] While stepping up the construction of the Pha Lai thermoelectric power 
plant, as well as the Hoa Binh hydroe).ctric power project, our state and people 
are actively preparing for the start of construction of the Tri An hydroelectric 
power plant, with assistance from the Soviet Union. 


This is one of the capital construction projects in the third 5-year plan. And it is 
@ major hydroelectric power project in the South to be constructed on Dong Nai 
River in Vinh Cuu District, Dong Nai Province, nearly 80 kilometers northeast 0° 
Ho Chi Minh City. Upon its completion the Tri An hydroelectric power plant wil! 
bring about great and realistic benefits, mostly for the southern provinces. Its 
initial planned capacity is 320,000 kilowatts, 3 times the capacity of Thac Ba hy- 
droelectric power plant and twice that of Da Nhim hydroelectric power plant. It 
provides an annual energy source of about 1. 3-1.5 billion kilowatt-hours. In addi- 
tion, the project supplies water for about 250,000 hectares of ricefields of Ho Chi 
Minh City and Dong Nai and Long An Provinces; provides industry, forestry, fish - 
ery and everyday life with fresh water on a permanent basis; and at the same time 
helps to reduce salinity in Dong Nai River. On the other hand, the reservoirs ar~ 
to be used not only for power generation but also as « considerable marine procu: . 
resource. 


According to evaluations by Vietnamese and Soviet research specialists, the Tr. 
An falls has been created by nature to gather all of the most favorable factors for 
the construction of a large hydroelectric power plant. Its reservoirs have an are’ 
of 350 square kilometers and a capacity of 1 billion cubic meters of water. I= is 
also adjacent to a network of large cities and industrial centers: Bien Hoa, Ho Ch: 
Minh City, Vung Tau and Thu Dau Mot. Therefore, it is quite convenient to buii- 
and protect the transmission lines running from the plant to the common networ! 
The flow of Dong Nai River is very fast during the flood season, about 1,000 cubi- 
meters per second. In the dry season, the rate of flow at Tri An is less thar 
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100 cubic meters per second, thus maintaining an average of 400 cubic meters per 
second. The maximum amount of alluvium here is 1 kilogram per cubic meter of 
water. 


For the sake of future benefits, our state and peopie are deterniined to invest man- 
power and wealth in the construction of the Tri An hydroelectric power project. 
According to calculations, the total capital needed to invest in the project is about 
6 billion dong. The part involving technical equipment is covered by Soviet assist- 
ance in accordance with an economic agreement signed by the two governments 

and the capital investment part that remains is to be provided by the state, with 
contributions and construction by the people of the southern provinces. On 19 Feb- 
ruary 1982, the worker, assault youth and armed forces, along with the people of 
Ho Chi Minh City, held an official ceremony to mark the start of the construction 
of a number of support works, the first installations that ensure the preparations 
for construction of the Tri An hydroelectric power plant. And on 22 February, 
these forces started the actual work: construction first of roads, river routes, 
railroads, electrical systems, etc. In the course of clearing the areas to become 
the bottoms of reservoirs, i. is necessary to exploit about 20,000 hectares of 
forests to get a large volume of forest products, 462,000 cubic meters of timber 
and tens of millions of cubic meters of firewood. Motorized Unit 3 of Joint Project 
Enterprise 4 is in charge of building Trang Bom railroad station and the 22-kilo- 
meter railroad and road sections that run from Trang Bom to TriAn. Assault 
Youth General Unit 4 is responsible for getting timber and firewood from the reser- 
voir sites and building reservoirs for the hydroelectric power plant. The Elec- 
trical Construction and Assembly Enterprise (Electric Power Corporation 2) has 
quickly started work to build a 15-kilovolt transmission line to bring electricity to 
the work sites. 


One thing that needs to be said is the fact that the Tri An hydroelectric power 
plant is a large-scale project in the third 5-year plan that is being based on the 
formula of both the central and Jocal levels, both the state and the people, working 
together. Consequently, along with investment by the state, the localities and peo- 
ple of Nam Bo provinces also contribute labor and money to the project. In spite 
of the fact that there has been no widespread campaign yet, many individuals and 
units, upon hearing about the project, recently responded by contributing millions 
of dong to it. The Nam Bo delta provinces alone have offered to supply each year 
4,500 tons of rice and 2,000 tons of meat to ensure that workers at the work sites 
will have enough to eat so as to work hard for the duration of construction. Many 
production installations, enterprises, collectives and individuals in Ho Chi Minh 
City have volunteered to work overtime to raise labor productivity and to get mon- 
ey to contribute to the project. Phuong Nam Handicraft Cooperative is determined 
to complete early a quarter | contract and to offer all of the profit obtained from 
it to the Tri An project. Dai Thanh Ready-made Clothing Cooperative has organ- 
ized working Sundays, with each of its members striving to earn 20 dong w allow 
the cooperative to contribute 5,000 dong to the project. The productive labor 
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movement for making contributions to the Tri An project is receiving favorable 
response from many social strata and localities through their realistic action. 

Speaking about this movement, Mai Chi Tho, chairman of Ho Chi Minh City Peo 
ple's Committee, said: '' The drive to get money contributions is progressing nice-

HEALTH CARE HAMPERED BY POOR MANATSEMENT OF DRUGS

[ Text_/ At present, supplying medicine to the people is one of the major problems 
that the entire public health sector must concentrate on resolving; it has an 
impact upon the various areas of public health activities, especially upon medical 
examinations and treatment, upon the medical treatment needs of the people. This 
is not only a problem involving the volume of products available, but is also 

a problem involving quality; it is not merely a problem of a purely scientific 

and technical nature, but is also a matter of viewpoint and conscience. 


Reviewing the recent 5-year plan (1976-1980), a comparison of 1980 to 1976 showss 


--The value of pharmaceuticals purchased increased three-fold, with 70 percent of 
this value represented by drugs harvested in nature; 


--The amount of area under the cultivation of medicinal plants increased three- 
fold and the output harvested increased 1.8 times, 


--As regards the production of the pharmaceutical industry, the total output value 
of the entire country increased 1.2 times, with the utilization of domestic raw 
materials increasing three-fold. In particular, the production of medicines in the 
various localities developed rapidly: output value increased 2.15 times, 70 to 

80 percent of which represented local or domestic raw materials. 


As of the end of 1980, there were nearly 3,000 villages and subwards, 37 percent 
of the villages and subwards of the country, that had movements to plant and 
use medicinal herbs. These villages are 60 to 70 percent self-sufficient in 


ordinary drugs, thereby helping to support the initial health care of the people 
in the countryside, 


We have made many efforts but, in recent years, domestic production has only met 
about one-third of needs and the average amount of money spent on drugs per capita 
each year is still very low. 
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The causes of the difficulties mentioned above are many; as regards materiai- 
technical bases, we have no antibiotic industry whatsoever and our pharmaceuviicel 
chemical industry is still very small. For this reason, ali antibiotics, vitami: 
sulfa drugs and many types of specialized drugs must be imparted. Although the 
state has shown very much concern for this matter and allocated a rather signii..- 
percentage of the money allocated for imports for the importation of drugs, 
importing an adequate supply of raw materials is not easy. Subjectively, howev> 
we also have many shortcomings that we, ourselves, have caused, shortcoming: 

that can be seen in everything from our awareness to the measures employed by ur 
to provide guidance and management in all areas of production, distributicrz, 
circulation and use. 


1. Productions we have not provided close, concerted guidance of the production 
of essential products to meet the needs of the prevention and treatment of 
diseases; instead, we have pursued the production of products that are easily 
produced and are very profitable, consequently, although total output value ha: 
increased, ordinary drugs are still in short supply. 


In the recent past, as a result of incorrectly applying the policy regarding the 
"three interests," some installations, even some within the professional systen, 
such as institutes, hospitals, schools, specialized stations and so forth, in 

many localities have produced drugs that «lo not meet specifications and do not 
meet qualitative standards, thereby creating additional difficulties on the market. 
Our sources of primary and secondary materials are still inadequate and so 
decertralized that we cannot produce the main types of drugs needed in the 
prevention and treatment of illness. Many types of drugs that have not been 
researched or approved have been produced and put into circulation without 
permission. 


jubcontract production is still marked by many loopholes, does not comply with 
orinciples and regulations and lacks quality control of raw materials as well 

is inspections of finished products. At <. number of places, groups of cadres, 
manual workers and personnel are producim: drugs at their agency but the head 

of the agency does not manage their production of drugs; these persons make 
drugs for anyone and market their products anywhere and have, in some cases, even 
stole raw materials and supplies from their unit. 


2. Distribution-circulation: many localities still give light attention to 
managing distribution and only concern themselves with business volume norms 

on the amount of money spent to make purchases and the volume of sales; they do 
not concern themselves with the variety of products or the specific quantity of 
drugs for each type illness, each echelon of medical treatment, each type 

patient and the different population areas. As a result, they create difficultiec: 
in medical treatment because some drugs are available in surplus amounts while 
ether necessary drugs are not available. 


The management of the distribution of medicines to patients is not thorc.,.., 
inspes*ted Nearly one-half the total number of drugs that are markeied ars 








retail directly to the people through medical examination clinics or on the 
"free" market; however, in these areas, the phenomenon of drugs flowing onto 
the market as a result of fake prescriptions of physicians or doctors or 
conspiracy on the part of state store personnel is still rather widespread. 


The coordination between medical science and pharmacology is not close; 
pharmacies and public health clinics still turn their backs on each other, 
thus making it very difficult for citizens to buy medicine. 


The medicine cabinets of agencies, enterprises, worksites and state farms (which 
account for nearly 20 percent of the total quantity of drugs marketed) as well 

as the medicine cabinets established by citizens within their subwards and villages 
are not organized or managed well in accordance with stipulated procedures; at 
many installations, medicine does not reach the hands of laborers. 


3. Use and medical treatment: there are still many cases in which doctors 
prescribe medicine without a full knowledge of its pharmaceutical properties or 
efficacy and in a manner contrary to the directions for the use of medicines; 

this has led to a situation in which they make general prescriptions or prescribe 
medicine on the basis of the tastes of patients, thereby “ausing reactions to 
medicine, causing medicines to be less than effective in treating illness and 
sometimes causing a reoccurrence of the illness that threatens the patient's life. 


At many installations, there are still many loopholes in everything from treatment 
orders of physicians to the implementation of these orders by nurses and attendants; 
directions for the use of medicine are unclear (dosage, method of use and so forth); 
the haphazard compliance with regulations governing specialized fields, the failure 
to inspect and collect medicines brought to patients from the outside and the 
failure to determine whether these medicines are real or fake have allowed many 
drug-related accidents to occur, 


Tests are not conducted to insure that medicine has entered the body of a patient 
and fill dosages are not reaching the hands of patients, even in emergency cases; 
the drugs in the wards of clinics as well as the wards near clinics cannot be 
accouited for fully. 


In maiy localities, the management of drugs to prevent and combat epidemics, 
drugs for social diseases (tuberculosis, malaria and so forth) and birth control 
pills is left up to the stations and units. Inspections are not conducted, 
accounting reports are not filed and many cases involving the illegal marketing 
of drigs have been exposed and prosecuted. 


4, Tne management of the market in medicine: in a number of large municipalities 
and cities, medicines are openly sold on sidewalks and along streets; practically 
all of the persons who sell them have no specialized training and the medicine 
they :ell includes real as wellas fake medicine, good as well as bad medicine. 


A number of state public health installations that have been given permission to 
open counters selling “three interests" drugs in accordance with regulations, are 





purchasing drugs of unclear origin, including drugs of the state slipped onto tie 
market by state personnel and drugs produced and circulated illegally, without 
determining whether their quality is good or poor. Ina few units, the business 
in these “three interests" types of drugs is, in essence, the private business of 
a group of persons. There have been many cases in which public health personnel 
nave tried to sell and actually sold drugs directly to patients residing in their 
facilities. 


The management of the quality of medicines in the collective and private sector 
is still marked by many weaknesses; we have not taken steps to closely 
coordinate with the other legal agencies, such as the public security, customs, 
tax affairs and other agencies, to provide better management. 


In summary: 


We have not attached importance to researching medicine needs; the planning of 
everything related to medicines is not based on firm foundations and does not 
involve close coordination between medical science and pharmacology, among 
production, distribution and use or between research and production. 


Efforts have not been focused on guiding the management of distribution and 

use; the methods of guidance are still administrative in nature and do not 
attach appropriate importance to specialized measures or to public health factors 
(diseases, types of patients, echelon of medical treatment and so forth). 


We have yet to make the entire sector fully understand that at a time when medicine 
is in short supply, qualitative requirements must be emphasized even more. 


We have not closely linked the effort to combat negative phenomena within each 
agency and unit to market management on the outside. 


The system of pharmaceutical management organizations at the bureaus and 
services has not been strengthened or improved; in particular, the district and 
precinct echelons are inadequate and weak and a drug control system extending 
trom the central to the local levels has not been established. 


In keeping with resolution 6 of the Party Central Committee and directive number 
‘1/CT of the Party Secretariat, the Ministry of Public Health issued directive 
number 26 dated 2-12-1980 on continuing to intensify and improve the quality of 
Lhe campaign to build units that are efficient and medically safe in the supply, 
distribution and use of medicines with a view toward effectively improving the 
quality of patient service; the requirements of this directive are; 


~-Improving and strengthening the management of production, circulation- 

distribution and use, with eiforts focused upon planning to meet needs and 
establishing a reasonable balance between the needs of disease prevention and 

L\reatment and present medicine supply capabilities; we must clearly Goternine ms 


‘re anc enfeavor to meet the moet oseenttia’ eeac 








--Strengthening the guidance of technical work; strengthening the management of 
the specialized regulations and procedures in the production, distribution and 
use of medicines; combating the thinking of placing heavy emphasis upon quantity 
while giving light attention to quality; putting management on a reguiar basis; 
working in accordance with policies and laws; closing every loophole; and 
guaranteeing the safety of patients and the security of state property. 


--Urgently conducting research to revise and amend the standards and economic- 
technical quotas in effect in the production, distribution and use of medicines 
on the basis of examining the actual situation and taking present requirements and 
condi-ions into consideration so that all units and echelons of work comply with 
stand.rds and quotas and endeavor to achieve more advanced norms. 


The three requirements mentioned above are designed to concentrate every effort 
on successfully correcting the shortcomings which our sector, at the places at 
which it is working, can and must correct in order to meet the essential needs 
of the people with the limited raw materials, medicines and foreign currency we 
have, 


While implementing directive 26/BYT/CT we must simultaneously implement directive 
81 and directive 108 of the Secretariat on combating negative phenomena and 
decision number 24 of the chairman of the Council of Ministers on the management of 
medicines and the raw materials used to make them in the following areas: 


1. Supply and circulation-distribution: 


It is necessary to fully assess essential needs; there must be a list of those 
types of drugs that are clearly efficacious and the quantities of these drugs 
that are needed must be fully determined in order to fully meet the requirements 
of disease prevention, medical treatment, the prevention and control of epidemics 
and the support of combat operations in a manner consistent with the public health 
line of the party and the economic capabilities of the country. 


--Together with the agencies within the ministry calculating the needs of the 
entire sector, each locality and unit must conduct surveys, use historic data 

and analyze disease factors in order to determine the need of the locality or 
installations. We must focus efforts on priority drugs, primarily for individial 
echelons and individual specialized fields of medicine, and eventually establish 
Standards regarding the specific quantity of medicines in each main group of 
medicines for each type hospital, each echelon of treatment and each type patient; 
cadres, manual workers, civil servants, urban residents, rural residents and so 
forth, based on the list of medicines set forth by the ministry for the entire 
sector. 


We must strengthen the coordination between consumer units and supply units, 
intensify the supply of information on pharmacology in order to instruct the cadres 
within the sector and among the people in the use of drugs and establish permanent 
exhibits of new drugs or hold periodic customer conferences. 











--We must improve the mode of distribution and distribute medicines oy order «. 
priority, with most priority given to special drugs for in-patient and excry:.icy 
treatment and for out-patient medical examinations and treatment. We rust provid: 
a full supply of ordinary medicines and supplements to cadres, manual workers, 
civil servants and subward and village public health units; we must expand the 
sale of drugs on the basis of health books (that are well managed) to perscrs 

who are afflicted with such chronic ailments as ulcers, asthma, high blood 
pressure and so forth and endeavor to expand the "free" sale to the people of suc 
ordinary items as cold medicine, medicines for ailments of the intestinal trac’, 
medicines for skin diseases, cotton bandages, etc. 


--We must reinspect the medicine purchase registration books of the agency, worx- 
site, state farm and enterprise public health units and carefully recheck the 
number of persons while providing guidance in how to manage medicines in exact 
accordance with Ministry of Public Health decision number 34#6/BYT dated 24 Marc., 
1977. We must improve the existing village and subward medicine cabinets in 
accordance with the ministry's decision dated lL figure omitted / May 1961. 


--We must begin the implementation of decision number 24 of the chairman of the 
Council of Ministers on managing medicines: and the raw materials used to make 

them and circular 22 dated 28 July 1981 as well as circular 27 dated 1 August 1961 
of the minister of public health, which provide guidance for implementing the 
above mentioned decision. 


As regards the circulation of folk medicines, it is necessary to rapidly bring 
these medicines into the specialized medicine network that is under the exclusive 
management of the state, that is, the system of pharmaceutical corporations, and 
necessary to gradually limit and eventually stop the sale of these medicines on 
she free market. 


. Medical examinations and treatments 


We must firmly adhere to the requirement «shat medicine be used in a reasonable 
manner, that is, that medicine be prescribed in accordance with the stage of 
development of the disease and the condition of the patient and that medicine be 
used in a correct manner that insures safety for the patient and is consistent with 
the medical line of the party and our medicine supply capabilities; to meet this 
requirement well, we musts 


“Give the physicians and pharmacists within the medical e:amination and tieata.. 
system a full source of information, such as books, newspapers and introductory 
material so that they can learn about the various types of drugs they are usirg 
and learn about the nature, the effect anc the mechanism of absorption and 


conversion of the drug in question within the body; only on this basis can tiw, 
prescribe the best drug for patients. 


--Attention must be given to providing specialized guidance in the use of redi~' -- 
ond organizing symposiums and short-term classes in the concepts and principl+« 
invo.vec in the use of drugs ior each age group, such as the elderly, the yourg. 
wower ang eo Tert’s or this basis, each field of medicine mat dzaw wt sharxis 

types of llinesses frequer.\ly encountered, charts tr.at must be psc lod ~ 
werdeo and revised on the basis of the experience gained. 
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--We must expand the practice of inspecting the administration of drugs and 
telling the patients the drugs being administered to them (except in cases in 
which this would adversely affect the patient's thinking) to insure that drugs are 
entering the patient’s body in the correct dose. 


--In the years ahead, besides expanding the production of the various types of 
vaccines, both in terms of their variety and quantity, specialized drugs and 
medicinal herbs decocted in accordance with fixed formulations, the central 
hospitals and pharmacies must develop the practice of preparing drugs in accordance 
with prescriptions written by physicians; beginning with a few dozen ointments 

and pastes made of drugs prepared by the pharmacist together with a number of 
common chemicals, we can create many drug formulations suited to each patient and 
replace some of the medicine in liquid form that the pharmaceutical enterprises 

are unable to provide in adequate quantities. 


--Each hospital must have a plan for establishing and observing standards and 
quotas on the primary types of drugs, standards and quotas that are of value 
professionally as well as from an economic standpoint; these quotas must indicate 
the average quantity of drugs used per day by each patient in each ward and by 
the entire hospital. These quotas will be the norms used to formulate plans for 
building reserve supplies of drugs and will also be used to provide guidance and 
management within the unit based on cost accounting. 


--We must rapidly implement the drug audit management syster based on decision 
number 278-BYT/QD dated 9 September 1979, which defines the primary drugs that 
must be controlled, reorganizes the management of the drug sources of the 
specialized stations and units and establishes a system of monthly reports and 
audit statements by them to the public health bureaus and services (even if these 
sources of drugs are aid or drugs supplied at no charge). 


3. We must improve the control and management of compliance with specialized 
regulations in the production, circulation, distribution and use of medicines in 
both the state and private sectors. 


If, at a time when we are encountering difficulties with medicines and the raw 
materials used to make them, we produce drugs of high quality that are clearly 
efficacious using the limited raw materials we have, it will help to reduce the 
difficulties we ace encountering. Therefore, before being produced, processed 

or circulated on the markei, all types of drugs of state agencies or private 
instellations must be certified and be granted a permit and registrat‘»on number by 
the Ministry of Public Health (if directly subordinate to the central level) or 

a public health bureau or service (if directly subordinate to a locality) in 

exact accordance with the regulations promulgated by the Ministry of Public Heal th. 


The production process must comply with quality control procedures and product 
marke’ ‘ng regulations. 


Market management must be rapidly initiated in accordance with Minintry of Public 
Health directive 23/BYT/CT and must be under the guidance of the provincial and 
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municipal people's committeess and, it must be carried out in coordination with 
related sectors, such as the customs sector, the finance sector, the public 
security sector, etc. At the same time, we must prepare a supply of drugs, 
organize purchasing activities and expand the distribution netwrk of the state 
by, for example, opening additional sales points and expanding the list of business 
products (negotiated prices). If deemed truly necessary, we can, depending upon 
the locality, permit a number of private individuals or collectives to serve ar 
agents selling traditional medicines under state regulations. Each locality muct 
inspect and evaluate the situation on the free market in drugs as regards the 
force of persons selling drugs, the names and sources of drugs, the consumers <° 
these drugs, etc. 


we must improve the management and security of drugs and stop the trading of dru: 
and the theft of drugs while they are being produced, transported, stored, 
circulated, distributed or used at installations. We must intensify the drug 
inspection and control activities of the heads of the public health sector on 

the various levels and strengthen the people's control committees; a plan mus‘ 

ve adopted for conducting routine and unscheduled inspections within the units of 
one's locality and on the market. It is necessary to make prompt awards and take 
prompt disciplinary action when necessary (disciplinary action must include fines 
and prosecution under the law). 


We must strengthen the pharmaceutical management organizations and the testing 
organizations on the various levels, primarily the provincial and municipai 
levels, and rapidly establish a drug control system extending from the central to 
the local levels; at the same time, we must endeavor to coordinate with concerned 
sectors in the management and inspection of the market. 


In order to resolve the present difficult situation, it is of primary importance 
that we do everything possible to accelerate production in order to increase the 
sources of medicines; on the other hand, however, it is of no less importance to 
organize and manage the distribution and use of the existing sources of raw 
materials and medicines in order to prevent losses, damage and waste and insure 
that they are used in an efficient manner to serve the disease preventian and 
treatment needs of the people as best possible. To accomplish this, we musi 
simultaneously carry out the campaign to improve management within the state 
public health agencies and carry out the struggle to manage the market in drugs 
on the outside. This is a rather complicated struggle between that which is 
positive and progressive and that which is backward and negative, between the 
nocialist public health network and merchants who exploit and profit fran the 
health and lives of the people. 


ror the sake of protecting the health of the people and emulating to record 
uchievements in celebration of the 5th Party Congress, we are confident that, in 
he years ahead, our entire sector will endeavor to better meet the goals of the 
iourth (5-year) plan so that each citizen receives better medical examinations, 
vetter medical care and a fuller supply of medicines.
